So GN EN DEINE > REPORT] 


Everyone has heard of the shortage of teachers by now because 
of the great amount of publicity given in all public information 
media throughout the country. Few people, however, who are 
not directly connected with school work are aware how acute this 
problem really is because “somehow” locally schools have been 
staffed for each fall opening. Many communities have not been so 
fortunate. Statewise, we have experienced not only the discon- 
tinuing of specific courses of instruction because teachers of par- 
ticular preparations were unavailable, but also the greatest turnover 
of high school principals in the history of the State. My purpose 
for taking this opportunity to mention these facts is to point out 
first how fortunate we have been to maintain the teaching staffs as 
well as we have, and second to suggest that this situation may not 
continue to be true because the teacher shortage now is even more 
serious. In view of this possibility we must make every effort to 
provide sufficient funds in the school budget to take care of the 
cost for the first year of the proposed minimum salaries. We must 
also make provision for raises for those teachers who will not be 
affected by this legislation. Unless these measures are taken, we 
might well have another large teacher turnover and run the risk of 
not finding suitable replacements. If the cost of increased salaries is 
not provided for now, a special town school district meeting will 
probably be necessary to raise sufficient funds locally to meet the 
additional cost. 

The teachers here in Huntington are doing a conscientious job. 
The children are receiving a good quality of preparation. In order 
to make teaching as unhampered a task as possible from the point 
of view of working tools and to provide the students with sufficient 
educational materials, the School Board has approved a plentiful 
supply of books, materials, and equipment. 
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The school plants are in need of repair and decoration. In ad- 
dition to salary adjustments, therefore, provision should be made 
in the school budget for these improvement expenditures.

Mew wep iC Me LEeNURSING SERVICE 


The following is a report of the public health nursing service 
in the town for the year 1956: 

88 visits were made to mothers and babies, especially with 
mothers having their first baby, or any particular problem. 

68 visits were made to the homes of preschool and school chil- 
dren to discuss health problems with the parents. The nurse 
works closely with the family physician, the school authori- 
ties and other health and social agencies in attempting to 
find a solution to these health problems as the need arises. 

43 visits were made to children and adults in the nursing con- 
trol of communicable disease. All children in the lower 
village school who had been in contact with a suspicious 
case of active tuberculosis were re-patched this year. 

SO home visits were made to families for general health super- 
vision. 


Two School Medical Conferences were held in March, and Dr. 
John Fuller was the examining physician. In October and Novem- 
ber two combined school and preschool medical conferences were 
held with Dr. John Lantman attending. Seventy-nine school and 
15 preschool children were examined and 14 parents were present 
at the time of the examination.
